Though death and serious bodily 
injury were averted by students, dam- 
ages to campus structures were tenta- 
tively assessed at $125 million, said 
Ron Kopita, vice president of Student 
Affairs. 

The university library, a campus 
icon that appears on CSUN pamphlets 
and stationery, was stripped of its 
facade. 4 

A multi-level parking structure col- 
lapsed when the inner columns came 
down, bending the concrete supports 
backward, said Richard Holm, a C.H. 
Wells & Associates structural engi- 
neer. 

Hazardous materials teams were still 
clearing two science buildings of dan- 
gerous chemicals after a fire gutted 
the inside. 

Until engineers declare the campus 
safe, a complete evacuation will pre- 
vent students from returning to their 
dorms. 

The effort to reopen the campus has 
been hindered by each new after- 
shock, which requires building inspec- 
tors to re-evaluate the safety of each 
structure, said Bruce Popko, captain 
of the Orange County Search and 
Rescue Team. 

Since Tuesday, CSUN administra- 
tors have assembled beneath an olive- 
green army canopy on the east lawn to 
map out a strategy for beginning the 
new semester by mid-February.

101 deaths add sting 
to 1994’s bitter cold

The temperature was 20 below zero 
in northern Wisconsin; the gusts of 
bitter wind made it feel like 60 below. 
Toini and Erny Oberg were five miles 
from home when their car hit an icy 
rut and slid into a ditch. 

Toini Oberg was 74 and had under- 
gone heart bypass surgery, but her 
husband was older and frailer. So she 
borrowed her husband’s leather mit- 
tens, wrapped her coat and scarf tight- 
ly around her and set out for help at 
their son-in-law’s home, 500 yards 
away. 

From the car, 81-year-old Erny 
Oberg watched in horror as his wife 
trudged uphill into the wind and col- 
lapsed. 

Mrs. Oberg died Tuesday — one of 
101 deaths so far blamed on the 
record cold weather that has battered 
much of the nation since late last 
week. The toll has been rising daily, 
even as temperatures edged above, 
zero and reached double digits for the 
first time in a week. 

Many have died in accidents on ice- 
slick roads. Some have suffered heart 
attacks while shoveling snow. A few 
have been killed by their efforts to 
keep warm, such as a North Carolina 
man who died in a fire that began 
when he tried to thaw his water pipes 
with a blowtorch. 

With temperatures in some places 
30 and 40 degrees below zero, even 
the slightest exposure can be fatal. 
The weather is particularly hazardous 
for people with heart conditions or 
diabetes, or those too frail to survive a 
fall. 

“Listen to your body,” said Dr. 
Robert Posoz, a hypothermia special- 
ist with the Naval Health Center in 
San Diego. “If ... you are cold, go 
inside. You’re not going to beat 


«Mother Nature on this one.” 

Among the cold’s victims: 

— Natalie Beroscak, 81, a retired tin 
sorter with hip problems, left her 
Pittsburgh home Tuesday on. the cold- 
est night of the year to check her 
mailbox. She wore a winter coat, a 


dress and slippers. The temperature 


was 5 degrees below zero. 

— Ann Hubbard, 87; locked herself 
out of her Woodstock, N.Y., home 
Monday night and froze to death on 
her front porch in minus 11 degrees. 
Police said Hubbard lived alone: and 
suffered from Alzheimer’s disease. 

— Marjorie Lagerwall, 69, a harpist 
in frail health, ventured outside 
Tuesday in minus-18-degree. weather 
to refill her bird feeder, 20 feet from 
her front door, and fell. Her sons, who 
share the home in a suburb of St. 
Paul, Minn., were asleep and did not 
hear her. 

Lagerwall’s body was found about 

90 minutes later. 
Stella Bilzerian, 69, of 
Worcester, Mass., couldn’t get into 
her house because the lock was 
frozen. Trapped outside in 5-below- 
zero temperatures, she knocked on a 
neighbor’s door, but the neighbor was 
afraid to answer. 

— Jeffrey Barrett, 35, drove his car 
into a snowbank Friday night during a 
severe. snowstorm in Patterson, N.Y. 
Barrett walked to a house seeking 
help, but fled when the owner of the 
house threatened to call police. The 
homeowner told police Barrett may 
have been intoxicated. Barrett’s body 
was found in the woods by a rabbit 
hunter Tuesday night. 

Meteorologists predict the worst of 
the deep freeze is over, and the 
Northeast and Midwest will see near- 
normal temperatures by the end of the 


weekend.

His brother printed 
t-shirts for him to peddle for cash in 
order to finish the courses necessary 
for his teaching credential. 

Blugrind says he sold 140 Eshirts

Blugrind says he didn’t expect to be 
showered with so much media atten- 
tion “I never thought I’d be on the 
news in four countries,” he says. “I 
never thought I’d be doing this — 
this is my hometown, and I’m stand- 
ing on Tampa Avenue selling t- 
shirts,’ he says as two National 
Guard troops approach him from 
behind. 

After a creative sales pitch, the two 
once-solemn guardsmen return to 
their posts with guilty smiles and’ 
shirts in hand. “It’s capitalism, “bro 
-—— endorsed by the National Guard,” 
he says triumphantly.

Quake damage pits residents against rain 


LOS ANGELES — Scores of building inspectors fanned out over a jittery 
city Thursday, and found hundreds of homes and offices made unsafe by this 
week’s earthquake and powerful aftershocks. 

“We’re finding the damage is not just concentrated in areas near the epicen- 
ter. It’s spread to parts of the central city,” said Nick Delli Quadri, senior struc- 
tural engineer at the Los Angeles Department of Building and Safety. 

Delli Quadri said his department is receiving up to 300 calls an hour from 
homeowners and apartment dwellers worried about returning home. Building 
inspectors from San Francisco and San Diego were brought in to meet surging 
requests for home inspections. 

“Our concern right now are the occupants of buildings who don’t want to go 
home until they are inspected,” he said. “We want to get them in their homes 
before it rains.’ 

A series of rainstorms was predicted to hit this weekend, raising officials’ 
fears about the thousands of residents camping in parks and shopping mall 
parking lots. 

U.S. Housing Secretary Henry Cisneros said damage to residential buildings 
appeared to be more severe than first thought. 


‘Russian reformers ousted by Yeltsin 


MOSCOW — Turning away from drastic economic reforms that have made 
life harder for many Russians, the prime minister announced a Cabinet shake- 
up Thursday that demoted or dumped most of the country’s bold young 
reformers. 

“The period of market romanticism has ended,” said Viktor Chernomyrdin, 
who advocates a “go-slow” approach-to reforms but insists that efforts to move 
toward a free market economy will continue. 

One of Yeltsin’s key reformers, 35- -year-old Boris Fyodorov,. rejected an 
offer to keep his post as finance minister. “This is a turn back,” he told 
reporters. “I do not want to be part of the change in economic policy.” 

Yeltsin signed a decree appointing the new, conservative-dominated Cabinet 
but did not comment on it. 


SLC youth riot ends in injury, damage 


SALT LAKE CITY — A counselor at the Salt Lake Detention ‘Center was 
attacked and beaten during an escape attempt by 18 to 25 youths late 
Wednesday night. 

Two youths jumped a corrections worker, struck him in the head and took his 
keys at about 11:30 p.m. They then freed other juveniles and systematically 

broke windows and cameras with baseball bats from the sports area. 

Del Rae Rasmussen, a matron, said she locked:another matron in the bath- 
room, told her not to open the door for any reason, then ran to the front desk to 
alert the staff and call for help. 

“There was nowhere to lock ourselves in,” 
... people were screaming.” 

When deputies from the Salt Lake County sheriff’s office arrived at 2:30 
a.m., the youths moved back into their cells.

BYU law orad files suit in football ‘hazing’ case

One of two attorneys filing federal 
charges in behalf of a Sky View High 
School student who was the victim of 
a hazing incident in October is a BYU 
law school graduate and a student in 
the joint doctorate and education pro- 
gram. 

David Doty, an attorney in Salt 
Lake City is representing Brian 
Seamons in the sexual harassment 
case that has attracted national atten- 
tion. Brian alleges he was sexually 
harassed by four teammates on the 
Sky View High School football team 
last October. 

Last Friday, Sherwin and Jane 
Seamons filed a civil rights suit in 
U.S. District Court. The defendants 
named in the suit are Sky View 
Principal Myron Benson, football 
coach Douglas Snow, security officer 
Lynn Nelson and the Cache County 
School District. 

Doty explained that Brian reported 
the harassment to Principal Myron 
Benson and that he referred the com- 
plaint to the football coach Douglas 
Snow. Snow regarded the harassment 
as mere hazing and no action was 
taken against those who participated, 
Doty said. 

Instead, Snow instructed Brian to 
apologize to the entire football team 
because he had supposedly betrayed 
the team members by going public, 
Doty said. 

When Brian refused to apologize, 
Snow did not allow Brian to suit up 


- for the game that night, Doty said. 


Snow again asked Brian to apolo- 
gize, and again Brian refused, so 
Snow permanently kicked him off the 
football team, Doty said. 

Appropriate action to discipline 
the students who harassed Brian was 
not and has not been taken, Doty said. 

However, Cache County School 
District board members punished the 
entire football team by not allowing 
Sky View to participate in any further 
games during the season, Doty said. 
This was especially painful for the 
team because they had qualified to 
play in the state championship game, 
Doty said. 

“The environment at Sky View

per day answering students’ ques- 
tions,” Wilson said. “Most plan to 
return when the school reopens.” 

Michelle Mazzuchi, a senior major- 
ing in radio-television and graphic 
arts, said the campus closure will pre- 
vent her from graduating on time. 

Even if the two classes she needs to 
graduate will be offered during spring 
semester, Mazzuchi will be unable to 
attend because she has lost all three of 
her part-time jobs and a place to live. 

Structural damage has closed each 
of her workplaces indefinitely. Her 
employer at Pizzeria Uno, Adam 
Slotnick, was killed when his 
Northridge Meadows apartment was 
crushed by the upper floors. 

Michael Scott, a senior majoring in 
film production, was awake until 2:30 
a.m. Monday producing a film project 
with 29 other students. Two hours 
later, he was awakened as his building 
swayed and the walls collapsed. Even 
amid the chaos, all but two of the stu- 
dents met Tuesday to complete work 
on the film. 

“I haven’t slept but a couple of 
hours since the quake because I’m 
petrified each time the earth moves,” 
Scott said. ; 

His comments reflect the plight of 
thousands of students who have 
camped out on curbsides, lawns and 
in shelters, either too afraid or unable 
to return to their homes. 

“Even if my building is deemed 
safe, I don’t want to move back in,” 
Mazzuchi said. “I want to go some- 
where the earthquake didn’t hit, but I 
guess there are no guarantees.” 

Wilson is encouraged by the will- 
ingness of students to endure the myr- 
iad of problems and uncertainties.

Missing student found 
dead on Y mountain

The search for a missing BYU 
graduate student ended in tragedy 
Thursday when local authorities 
discovered the young man’s body 
east of the “Y” in Box Canyon. 

Vladimir Savitski, 19, who had 
been missing since Friday, was 
found Thursday at 4:30 p.m. by a 
special mountain rescue team fol- 
lowing a daylong search. 

“Preliminary indications are that 
the death was due to an accidental 
fall,” said Provo Police Officer 
Karen Morales. 

The body was transported to the 
State Medical Examiner who will 
determine the specific cause of 
death. 

Savitski was a student from 
Russia pursuing a PhD in mathe- 
matics. Math Department Chair

Savitski left behind all important 
documents, including his passport, 
visa and wallet, which led his 
roommates to worry about his 
whereabouts, Bates said.
